Sparks From Fr. Mark 

This past year the parishes in Deanery One, which includes 
the four parishes in Rapid City; Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
Cathedral, Blessed Sacrament, St. Isaac Jogues, St. Theresa of the 
Little Flower, and our parish of Our Lady of the Black Hills have 
agreed to do an extended period of Adoration through the year at 
each one of the five parishes in the deanery. 

This past September we held an extended period of Adoration 
at OLBH, which was well attended. The people responded to the call 
to spend time in Adoration, adoring the presence of the Lord. Pope 
Benedict said; “Because Christ himself is present in the sacrament of 
the Altar. He is to be honored with the worship of adoration.” 

There have been a number of people from the parish asking if 
we could have an extended weekly period of Adoration. In visiting 
with the liturgy committee and those asking for Adoration, we agreed 
that we are up for the challenge. You might be asking you yourself 
what is the big challenge in having an extend period of Adoration in 
the parish on a weekly basis? Well, it is finding parishioners who are 
willing to help cover the prayer times throughout the day. To help 
with this, please sign up on the schedule in the gathering area. 

Adoration will begin this Wednesday, November 4, and will 
be held on every Wednesday throughout the year. The schedule is as 
follows. Please note that between the main hours listed, there are 
also periods throughout the day that are dedicated for silent prayer.
